: he second number of the Jewish Quarterly Review suffers somewhat from 
= *t that so many subjects are continued or begun in it. To expect a reader 
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to retain a memory of the gist of a first part for three months is too much in these 
busy days. However, Dr. Neabaner's continuation is really a valaable mono- 
graph on Eldad the Danite, and Mr. Shechtor manages to be interesting and 
instructive, even when taken in instalments. Mr. Joseph Jacobs tries to prove 
that Rabbinic scholarehip was very active among Kaglish Jows in the twelfth 
centary, claiming even Berachyah Hanakdau, the author of the “ Fox F sblee,\\ as 
a resident in this country. Mr. Clande Montefiore’s article on the mystical element 
in the Psalms was fally reported and commented upon by us at the time of its 
delivery as a lecture at Jows’ College. A somewhat novel feature is opened in 

the present number by a long letter from Austria on the state of Jewish Educa- 

tion in that country which seems t>» be in a very backward state.  Prof- 
Kaufmann’s interesting account of the earliest tombstones of onr community 
is dealt with elsewhere. Mr. Isidore Harris bezins a lengthy and laborious 

article on the Massorah, which shows a great deal of industry. This, however, 

is at present only concerned with the pre-Massoreti¢ Massora that appears in 


Talmud and Midrash and leaves the Massorah, properly so-called, for a future 
article or articles. 


The current namber of the Quarterly Statement of the Palestine Exploration 
Fand is, as usual, filled with interesting details on points of Palestine topography 
combined with ingenious hypotheses on points which do not deal with that sub- 
ject ; these latter are mostly Major Conder’s. That gentleman has a note on the 
Alphabet, which he derives from the Hittites, as might have been expected 
he number is, however, maialy filled by three papers of the Rev. W. F. 
Birch, dealing in various ways with the Pool of Siloam and the underground 
waters of Jerusalem generally, on which he has much that is interesting to say 
and of novel points to suggest. 


Influential persons of Jewish origin have been closely mixed up with the 
State action against Dr. Geffeken. The Counsel who would have defended 
him had he been brought to trial is, as we previously mentioned, a professing 
Jew, The same is the case with the Jaze d’Instruction, Herr Hirschfeld. The 
Minister of Justice, Dr. von Triedberg, who resigned his portfolio last weck as a 
protest against the action of Prince Bismarck in this matter, was a Jew by birth, 
but was converted to Christianity at a time when the road to-advancement was 
etill closed to every Jew who remained true to the faith of his fathers. Lastly, 
the President of the Supreme Court at Leipsic, Dr. Von Simson, whose resignation 
is also spoken of as likely for the same reason that actuated Dr. von Friedberg, 
is likewise of Jewish parentage. 


A ramour, since authoritatively contradicted, was in circulation last week 
that a proposal had been made to bay the interest of the Carthusian monks in 
their world-renowned liqueur’ factory. Associated with this ramour was the 
mention of a difficulty in the way of a satisf.ctory settlement. It appears that there 
exists a rule forbidding the Order to have any dealings with persons other than 
Christians, and it was said that as Jews were largely concerned in te London bank- 
ing syndicate which proposed to make the purchase, the transfer could not be 
effected. This obstacle would, however, have been overcome, for the Pope was 
believed to be quite prepared to free the manufacturers of Chartreuse from their 
obligations to have no dealings with the Jews. Such obligations are contined to 
the exponents of Anti-Semitism in Germany. 


A correspondent of the Daily News thinks he has discovered a misprint in 
the Authorised Version of Zeehariah xi. 17; as thongh any such errors in the 
Anglican Bible were likely to have remained undetected to this day. The writer 
in qacstion has conceived the idea that “the idol shepherd” of the 


passage is a typographical mistake for “the idle shepherd.” As later 
writers in ths same journal point out, it is nothing of the kind 
King James's translators here adhere to their practice of rendering 


the Hebrew word Sx by “idol "—a practice to which they are faithfal in all bat 
two of thetwenty or more instances in which it occurs in the Old Testament. 
The rendering in this instance, of course, makes no sense. The Hebrew ward 
should be translated “ vain” or “ worthless,’ as, indeed, it is rendered in the 
Revised Version, and as it is translated in the Anglican Version of Job xiii, 4, and 
Jeremiah xiv. 14. In fact “idol” is only a secondary meaning of the Hebrew 

‘Sy. Primurily its signifies “ nothingness,” “ or “ worthlessness,” and it is applied 
to idols because they are worthless as saviours. Psalm xcvi. 5, aptly illustrates 
the exact force of the word when used to designat: idols: “ For all the Gods of 
the heathen are worthless ; bat the Lord hath made the heavens,” 


The intricate but interesting genealogies of Mr. Joseph Jacobs in his investiga- 
tion into the history of “ Sir Leon” will give a new weapon to the anti-Semites 
who see in Sir Morell Mackenzie not a Scotsman bata Jew. Here is a Jewish 
“Sir Morell” generations ago in England. It is a strange coincidence. ‘* Sir 
was the regular title in England for a clergyman in Shakespeare's day and 
earlier. Is Morell originally a Jewish name, like Muriel, and connected with 
the Hebrew words for“ Light,” or does it merely mean “a little Moor,” and was 
it therefore applied to particular Jews because they were dark, or because they cam» 
from Morocco? The surface etymologist will not fail to think of Mount Morello 
at Florence and Morella cherry brandy—»ven of Cobet and Morel who became a 
limited Company not without Jewish help. Mr. Lower, who wrote on English sar- 
names, thinks the word is the diminutive of “a Moor,” and he refers to one Morel : 
who is mentioned in the Domesday of Norfolk. The ancestors of Dr. Morell, of 
Bath, were French Haguenots from Champagne. ;

THE WESTMINSTER JEWS’ FREE SCHOOL. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 

Sre.—As the day fixed for the Dinner in aid of the funds of the Westminster 
Jews’ Free Sehool is now close at hand, I hope you will allow me to make an earnest 
appeal to the community to support the Solicitor General and the Lord Mayor and 
Sheriffs on the occasion. 

I believe that it will be the first time uiat a member of Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment has officiated as Chairman of a public dinner held for the benefit of one of our 
charitable institutions. Sir Edward Clarke, his engrossing duties not withstanding, 
has come forward in the most ih iblic spirited manner to help us to relieve the school 
from ita chronic embarraxements. I have no hesitation in saying that it behoves all 
those who value the good name of the commuaity to show that they are fully sensi- 
ble of the honour conferred upon them by the co-operation of so distinguished a man. 
The Lord Mayor, when filling the office of Sheriff in 1885, had, in conjunction with 
his valned colleague, my friend the present Ald. G, Faudel Phillips, already accorded 
me his genérous support when I took the chair at the last dinner held in aid-of the 
funds of the school. His lordship’s action now proves that the traditional regard of 
the Corporation of London for all that concerns the education of the lower orders, 
regardless of creed, is as active as ever. 

Of the claims of the Institution, on whose behalf the dinner will be held, it is 
hardly necessary for me to speak. They have been emphatically recognised by those 
most competent to judge of the work done by the school in central London. It 
clashes with no kindred institution, It provides a sound education for a class of 
children who are well able to.benefit by its manifold advantages. Technical know- 
ledge is cultivated, enlivhtened Jewish doctrines are inculeated in a manner our chief 
ecclesiastical authorities have always readily acknowledged. The late Matthew 
Arnold held the school in the greatest esteem, 

[ feel confident that in laying its claims to’ public support before your readers 
and in asking fur your invaluable assistance to enforce them, 1 shall not appeal in 
Vain.

pic excitement. He hoped he was rendering his hearers some little service 
drawing attention to a matter that affected. the general community very 
ely. It was impossible not to be saddened by the thought of the aimless lives 
od by not a few of our sisters. Suppose a diary were kept by them with scrupulous 
*tness of their doings for a month or a year, what unedifying reading it would olten 
e; what a prodigious waste it jen | record of physical, mental and moral power! 
improvement had certainly taken place in the status of women within the last quarter 
a century; many a field had been opened for female activity which was formerly 
hought of, or not in existence; in many cases women had learnt to stand by them- 
es who were previously content to lean upon others; but it was doubtful whether the 
ng women of our own community had benefited as much as they might have done by 

salutary change. The dignity of work for girls as well as for boys was 
doctrine that had by no means yet penetrated to every Jewish household, 

our middle classes furnished their contingent—not a contemptible one in 
nt; to numbers, to the vast army of the unemployed. This aimlessness was the 
se of much of that spirit of discontent which Jewesses occasionally manifested, 
ontent with the world, with themselves, with life, with religion, with Providence 
lf.

But troubles invaded the domestic circle, however well guarded it might appear, 
both to the outer world and to those within. Riches still “made unto themselves wings.’ 
The bread-wioner bad no freehold of health or fortune, If the worst happened, how 
comforting would be the thought that those who were so often regarded as the least 
helpful of their family were well equipped to do battle with adversity, and need not bo 
ashamed to speak with the enemy in the gate ? How inspiriting to know that, by reason 
of the discipline which neither parents nor childrea shunned in the old prosperous days, 
these girls would be able to go about the world, like Socrates at the fair, and say, ‘‘ How 
many things are here that I do not want!’’ When a family became reduced in circum- 
stances, the sympathetic tear was sometimes claimed, more especially for the daughters 
cast upon the world to get their own living; but it was a waste of sympathy. The pity 
was, not that people who did not expect it might have to work for themselves, but that, 
when they had to do so, they would not have the remotest notion how to set about it. 

EAST END VISITATION OF THE POOR,

A meeting of the Visito~s and others among the Jewish Poor was held on 
Monday, at the office of the Chief, Rabbi. There were present: the Rev. De. H. 
Adler, in the Chair; the Revs. D. Fay, H. Gollancz, J. A. Gouldstein, R. Harris, J. 
Lesser, S. Munz, I. 8, Meisels, 8. Samuel, E. Spero, J. F. Stern; Messrs. J. Schwau- 
schild and Harry 8S, Lewi+, B.A. (the latter by special invitation), 

Apologies for non-attendance were received from the Revs. FL. Cohen, B. 
Berliner, M. Hast, and 8. Singer. 

‘Fhe CHAIRMAN having spoken in sympathetic terms of the loss sustained by 
the Visitors in the death of Dr. Asher, it was unanimously res>lvel that a letter of 
condolence be written to the widow and family expressing the sorrow felt by the 
Committeeat the demise of one who had so‘long and earnestly laboured for the 
poor, and who had made such persistent efforts to ameliorate their condition. 

Dr. Adler explained that he had askei Mr. H. 8, Lewis to be present for spe- 
cial reasons. All who worked among the poor were doing their utmost to break 
through the line which separated the poorer from the wealthier members of the 
community. The University Settlements in the East-Ead were institated for no 
other purpose than t»link together all classes. The Rev. Mr. Barnett had estab- 
lished Toynbee Hall for this purpose, and it seemed to him, Dr. Adler, a reproach 
that there was no Jew resident there. He had put himeelf into communication with 
Mr. Barnett who had assured him that the establshmenat was purely ansectarian, 
and that there would not be the slightest difficulty about one of the Jewish faith 
residing at the Hall. Mr. Harry 8. Lewis had volunteered to take up the work, Dr. 
Adler thought it was mattter for congratulation that one who was so thorough a 
Jew in heartand in practice had been found to undertake: t» labour in the good 
cause, and he had much pleasurein proposing that Mr. Lewis's name be added to 
the Committee of Visitors. 

The proposition having been uvanimously carried, 

Mr. Lewrs, in returning thanks for his election, promised to use his utmost 
endeavours to falfil the duties of Visitor as satisfactorily as he could, 

The CHAIRMAN next reverted to the Sabbath Services for the Poor at the Great 
Synagogue. He was pleased to be able to testify to their continued success, The 
movement had evidently found favour with the people. He was urged by the 
visitors to endeavour to continue the services, at least until Passover, and to renew 
them again next autumn, 

Reference was made to the gambling dens to which the poor unfortunately still 
resorted, and to the Dispensaries of the Missionaries, from attending which it was 
very difficult to wean them. 

Mr. L. BerRNnAys, one of the visitors, being about to leave London, a cordial vote 
of thanks was passed to him for his past services, and the liberality he had di- played 
to the poor in his intercourse with them. 

After some further remarks upon the results of the Visitation. the Rev. D. Fay 
(Honorary Secretary), brought up the annual summary of the work cone, which 
showed that the bulk of the visitors were untiring in their efforts to render the 
visitation as satisfactory as possible. The Committee of Visitors was established at 
the beginning of 1886, and the following table will show that the work has steadily 
progressed :

The meeting was called for the two-fold Pp of voting condolence to Mrs. A. 
Asher, and to consider the notice of motion standing in the name of the President rela- 
tive to the establishment of a Synagogue for the poorer classes in the East End. 

Speaking on the first-named point, Lord Roruscnitp said: It is my duty to call 
upon you to pass, as I hope, unanimously, and without discussion, a vote of condolence 
to the widow and family of our late Secretary. Dr. Asher was something more than the 
Secretary of the United Synagogue; he was the friend of every member of the Council, 
and not only their friend but also the friend of the Jewish community at large. I may 
say of him that had he not by numerous generous traits in his character endeared himself 
to the community, he would not have attained the position to which he had risen, I 
recollect him as the doctor to the Jewish Board of Guardians. The kindness he displayed, 
the judgment he evinced, and the knowledge he had of the poor, were the chief causes of 
his obtaining the Secretaryship of the Great Synagogue in 1866. But he did not long 
hold the office, for he was no sooner acquainted with the wants of the community 
than he became imbued with the idea that it was necessary to framea body like the United 
Synagogue, and to federate the existing Synagogues. This idea was brought to a practical 
issue, and when the United Synagogue was formally constituted he was unanimously 
chosen in March, 1871,.to the post which he filled until to the day of his death. None 
knew Dr. Asher more intimately than I, and this knowledge brought home to me the 
fact that he was always striving to improve the condition—morally, socially, and intellec- 
tually—of all his co-religionists. The presentation of a paper document can bring but 
little consolation to his sorrowing widow and children; but it is the only token of sym- 
pathy we can offer them, and I therefore ask you to pass unanimously the vote of con- 
dolence which I now propose. 

Mr. Henny Lucas seconded the motion, He said that each member of the Council 
must deeply regret the death of Dr. Asher. However slight their acquaintance with 
him may have been, they coald not but moura the loss of one so kindly and so genial. 
It was not, however, for the expression of individual sorrow that the Council had mst 
that day. ‘They had to moura the loss of one who had the welfare of the United 
Synagogue’ at heart, and who worked zealously for it. ‘He had had many opportunities 
of seeing the manner in which Dr. Asher performed his duties, and especially so when 
the new financial scheme came into operation two years ag». The work and the anxiety 
attendant upon it were immense, but nothing would induce Dr. Asher to obtain the 
additional help which his friends so strongly urged upon him.  Ilis answer was that he 
must not think of himself, but of his duty. One could not, however, help feeling that if 
he had thought less of his duty and more of himself,.the blow which hal now fallen on 
his family, although it could perhaps not be averted, would have been deferred for a 
considerable time. The Council felt his loss: how much move so must this be the case 
with his afflicted widow and children, 

Mr. Noanu Davis said that it was not for him to speak of Dr. Asher’s intellectual 
ability, or of his scholarly attainments. ‘They were far beyond his comprehension. But 
he could speak of their late frrend’s intense human sympathy. Beneath a slight reserve 
there was a depth of affection for all Go's creatures. A friend to every one, above all 
did he love the institution which he helped to frame, and which he so faithfully and 
honourably served. All that was now left of him was the example of his life and the 
lesson of his death. His life was an example of self-denial and of devotion to the cause 
of the Jewish community, of Judaism, and of humanity at large. The lesson of his 
death was to show thos among whom he worked the necessity of closing up their ra nks, 


_ and of sinking their petty differencss, so that each should do his best to advance the 


position of the Jewish community. It was to this end that Dr. As\ver had laboured, and 
no higher tribute could be paid to his memory than by resolving to follow his example. 

Mr. b. L, Coen said that since he had been called upon to: fill the place vacated by 
the death of his lamented brother (Mr. Lionel L. Cohen), not a day had passed without 
his having had the advantage of Dr. Asher’s support and guidance. One of the aay ing 
features of his character was his purity of motives, and his resolution of purpose. Every 
self-obtrusiveness, every self-advertisemant, every self-publication was eschewed and 
abhorred by him. As one who had derived 80 much benefit from Dr. Asher's counsel, he

JERUSALEM—(continued). 


ring my stay in Jerusalem, not a day passed, but I paid my friend, Monsieur 
in Behar, a visit in the large and commodious premises of the Baron Lionel 
Saethschild School, which immediately adjoins the Hotel Jerasalem. Despite 
Seepinfort of my bed, I was awakened alinost every morning by the sounds of 
uty raised by M. Nissim’s little—and big—scholars. Altogethe r, Jerusalem is 
my carly place. Everybody is up betimes, and morning prayer s—including 
Buchan, which in the Holy City is an everyday institution— are always over 
before seven. Everybody goes to Synagogue in Jerusalem, and manages to 
> without encrosching on his task-master's time. It is the greatest mistake 
Mee world to think that our co-religioniats there are idle and do no work, and 
1e Chalukah makes then Rentiers and gentlemen at ease. Another t'me, I 
take an opportunity to say something about Jewish trades and tradespeople, 
bricfly explain the Chaluzah system, and show that the ten francs per 
i a bouse-father obtains andor it is not so very demoralising and pernicious 
Mmall. At present, I propose to tell about the Rothschild school, not so much 
se from the theoretical point of view it is the best. The German 
Man Asylum, managed by the estimable Dr. Herzberg, in this respect, runs 
close. And the (“ Book-Uouses”) or Talmud Torah Schools, 
hb the walls of Jerusalem, are also, in many respecte, most creditable. But 
regard the technical instruction it imparts and its director's practical 
my. that it is altogether unique. For usin England, it has tho additional 
Seeeet that it was founded by English men—Lord Rothschild and Mr Montagu 
that it mainly supported by Mnglish funds. The Anglo-Jewish 
MBation gives it an annual subvention, and so does the Alliance Israélite Uni- 
Ste in Paris, but, of course, the balk of the cost is defrayed by its own 
mittee, the head-quarters of which are at New Court. 


Bthe rather cumbrous title of the school is as follows: “ Institution Israéits 
me Instruction ét le Travail: Fondation, Lionel de Rothschild,’ but 
Meeeogthy name has not stood in the way of its material prosperity,

mm, not a hundred miles from home. Recent advices from the Bast 
Mm me that the school has been permitted to acquire for a hundred thousand 
muees the site of the hotel.

Seo compare with even the youngest of M, Nissim’s pupils. Perhaps, 
Same ver, some persons who know, may think that this is only faint praise 
om all. And as to Hebrew, I feel sure that the average European Rabbi would 
the blush by these little scholars of Jerusalem, whose fluency and elegance 
See tion make us unable to realise that Hebrew is nota living language. Mathe- 
mec’ 20d the rudiments of science are not neglected, and, indeed, the only 
eee, in which higher education in Jerusalem differs from ours, is that we 
: lge our penchant for Greek and Latin, and they do not. In some of the 
merce Schools in Asia Minor, Smyrna, for instance, even this qualification 
hot apply, so far, at least, as Greek is concerned ! 

The workshops were highly satisfactory. The Mechanical Engineering 
eee nent, under Mr. Price, an able, young mechanician, who was sent out to 
ee*'em by the Anglo-Jewish Association, looked particularly business-like.

Lt seemed a little strango that the engine is fed by olive wood as fuel. The 
woodwork and carving were also interesting, the artisans showed great zeal, and 
seemed to glory in their work. The tailoriag and bootmaking shops were also 
busily omployed. What most struck me, was the fact that the technical classes 
were not merely, asin the Pwople’s Palace for instance, for the purposes of 
education. They were also to a great extent self-supporting, and were largely 
patronised by the inhabitants of Jerusalem. Indeed, complaints were made to 
ino by a deputation of artisans in the city that they were being undersold 
by the school. I investigated the matter, and found that, so far 
from this being the fact, the school really exacted and obtained 
higher than the average price for its work. I saw iron bedsteads being manu- 
factured, wheels of carts mended, the familiar olivc-wood curiosities 
being turned, and boots and clothes beiug made, all to order, and for remunerative 
prices. With regard to the latter trades, it should be observed that they are not 
open to the same objections as in England. Jerusalem has practically no export 
trade, and its artisans must therefore supply home wants. The population is 
increasing, and there is already a fair fieid for the employment of all those who 
are being trained. : 


The classes, that most particularly iuterested me, were those for 
drawing ani sculptare—the latter receatly endowed by Bion Edmond de 
Rothschild, whose visit to Palestine, with the Baroness, last year was epoch 
making. Here I saw work, which evinced a large amount of talent and creative 
skill—work which would not have disgraced South Kensington. Among the 
moet artistic workers in stone were some Russian refugees—of whom there are 
several in the school. Two of these pupils, Berschawsky and Lemberg, I found 
hard at work in the city, in the Via Dolorosa, carving the corbels of the Russian 
Convent buildings, which were to be soon opened by the Archdukes Paul and 
Sergius. It seemed a grim irony of fat» that the authorities of the Greek Church; 
despite their known anti-Semitic prejadices, should have been forced to call in 
the aid of the very men whom persecution had compelled t» flee from the 
dominions of the Prince’s brother, bat who were the only persons in Jerusalem 
who could do artistic work of the character required. Happily other, and more 
merciful counsels now prevail, aad the Governors of the various Russian 
Provinces have received written instructions, from St. Petersbarg!), to stay their 
hand. 

With regard to tho local of the School, it is essenti ully the right thing ia 
the right place. On the Jaffa Road, about ten or twelve minutes’ walk from ths 
Gate, it is the first conspicuous building passed by every pilgrim to the Holy 
City. It ia not tos far from tho city to prevent the young in- 
habitants from availing themselves of its advantages, and so far 
as 1 could ascertiio, they are never prevented by distance from being 
either punctual or regular. Above all, it isin the centre of the new Jerusalem 
without the walls which is rapidly springing up, and which relieves the pressure 
within. There are already about eight or nine thousand suburban inhabitants. The 
pupils are of various ages and various sects of religious thought, and, to my 


niind, nothing will better serve to remove the bitterness of ths odium theolo- 


gicum which is so unwelcome a feature in the Holy City than this mixture 
As in the great Universities of the Middle Ages, there are fathers of families 
there, who think it no disgrace to join the classes. Thus, a staid Notary of Islam, 
before whom I had, one afternoon, to appear in the Serail, toget him to legalise a 
Power of Attorney, I found him next morning seated on the schoolboys’ bench 
learning French. Of course, the large majority—especially in the theoretical 
classes—aro young. Among them is Osman Bey, the son of Reouf Pasha, the 
Governorcf Palestine, His standard of cultivation may be gauged by the fact 
that he plays .Madame Nissim’s piano and is an enthusiastic collector of coins. 
He was detighted with the gift of a Roman sest:rce I pick d up near the Step 
pyramid of Sakhara. Sephardimand Ashkenazim mect on a footing of complete 
equality, and there are several Christian, and more Mahommedan, pupils. As nong 
of the Jews are ina position to pay, M. Nissim cannot exact payment from 
the non-Jews, but I believe some of the Cliristians have volunteered payment. 
Their number, however, is of- course relatively very sinall. 

When in Jerusalem I was especially struck by the cordial relations now 
existing bet ween the Rabbis and M.Nissim, whose conduct has converted their for- 
mer distrust into confidence. It ia also a pleasing feature in the schools that just as 
they draw their material, not only from Jerusalem, but also from Hebron and the 
agricultural colonies, 80 their scholare, whea trained, do not all remain to 
stagnate there, but go afield to other parts of Palestine, to Syria, and 
even to Egypt. The school-premises are admirably adapted for their 
purpose, but every inch of space is occupied, and if, as 1 hope, provision 
will be made eventually for th» board and lodging of some of the country 
pupils, the proposed extension has become necessary, The Girls’ Schoo!l— 
Evelina School—bad not reopened when I left Jerusalem, but I saw the 
new building which seems well adupted fortho accommodation of 200 pupils, 
and I was favourably impressed with the Direcirice Mdile. Fortané Behar. It is 
a pity that no provision bas been made for @ kitehen, for the fair, or rather 
dark, pupils can, as yet, neither learn cooking, nor be provided with « meal 
during the long hours of study.

want of sympathy invariably results in faulty art not likely to win belief. But 
with the outside world the effect of such performances by Israelites 1s the 
more deleterious as it is impossible for the general public to know on what 
superficial knowledge of Jewish society such ill-natured sketches are founded. 

It is a curious point that the tendency to an over-acuteness of inter- 
communal criticism is counterbalanced among Jews by a remarkable absence 
of critical measurement of the external credit won by Jews. Lot a Jew but 
get renown for anything—chess or football, music or acting, engineering or 
the press—and all Jews are proud of him without any minute inquiries into 
the grounds of their pride. Thus, it too often happens that those who give 
up to Judaism what is meet for mankind are much more sharply criticised 
and less honoured than men, who in the very creditable desire to better them- 
selves, have gained some reputation in an outside sphere. Many acareer that 
might lave been diverted into spheres of communal usefulness has been 
diverted into other channels owing to the over-acuteness of communal 
criticism. 

Altogether it would seem from the above considerations that the evil 
aspects of the Jewish tendency to criticism greatly outweigh the good it may do 
at times. It would be well, therefore, if those who are prone to it should 
check it in themselves, while those who are happily free from it should dis- 
courage it as much as possible in others, The dignity of communal life must 
not be endangered by the vagaries of too critical Jews. 


THE EARLY LIFE OF LORD BEACONSFIELD. 


The new number of the Yuarterly opens with an article under the above head- 
ing, which, while professedly reviewing the new edition of Lord Beaconsfield's 
letters (1830—1852) to his sister, practically sketches the entire career of the great 
statesman. There is but little of specifically Jewish interest in the article, few new 
facts are added to the previously known data, now worn almost threadbare, of Ben- 
jamin Dieraeli's family connections and birth. But we were hardly prepared for 
the assertion of the reviewer that “it is somewhat curious that neither the exact 
year nor place of Lord Beaconsfield's birth has been ascertained.”’ On the latter 
point there may be room for doubt; Lord Beaconsfield himself maintained that he 
first saw the light in the Adelphi, the writer of the article, on the other hand, 
inclines to the belief.that the future Prime Minister of England was born in the 
King's Road, Gray's Inn, and yet another authority, Mr. Hitchman (in his “ Lord 
Beaconsfield on the English Constitution") declares as an ascertained fact that 
Disraeli entered this world in Islington, in a house now known as 218, Upper Street. 
There is no difficuty in getting atthe exact year of his birth. In the Register of 
Circumcisions kept among the archives of the Spanish aud Portuguese Congregation, 
at the very top of the page is accurately. recorded the date of Benjamin Dieraeli's 
Circumcision, as well as the names of his parents.

The writer of the article in the Quarterly gives us some interesting glimpses | 


into Disraeli’s youthful days. He mentions that one of his own earliest recollec- 
tions was connected with a visit he paid when a child to Mrs. Disraeli. “ Ben,” as 
the boy was called, was sent for, and appeared in his shirt-sleeves, and with boxing 
gloves on, he having been interrupted in the middle of a lesson whivh he was taking 
from a professor of the noble art. In his youth he was also a constant rider, and 
he used to say that some of his best thoughts and ideas came to him when scouring 
the country on a good horse. 


Lord Beaconsfield’s writings, his political life and Eastern travels are sympa- 
thetically treated by the writer of the review, who quotes from one of Disraeli's 
letters the followiog poetic description of Jerusalem (which he visited in the early 
part of 1831) as seen from the Mount of Olives :— 


“T was thun‘erstruck. I saw before me apparently a gorgeous city, Nothing 
can be conceived more wild and terrible and barren than the surrounding scenery, 
dark and stormy and severe ; but the ground is thrown about in such picturesque 
undulations, that, the mind full of the sublime, not the beautiful, rich and waving 
woods and sparkling cultivation would be misplaced. Except Athens I never saw 
anything more essentially striking ; no city except that, whose site is so pre- 
eminently impressive. I will not place it below the city of Minerva. Athens and 
Jerugaiem in their glory must have been.the finest rep-esentations of the sublime,"’

6 The Rev. I. &. Meisels, preaching from Zephaniah, c. 3, v. 13, “ The remnant of 
laracl shall do no iniquity nor speak lies, neither shall a deceitful tongue be found in 
their mouth,” delivered a stirring sermon on “ Honesty.” The preacher in the CcOUTES 
of his remarks said that he did not mean by honesty merely refraining from lying 
or stealing, but perfect uprightness of purpose in every station and every condition 
of life. It did not fall to the lot of every man to be wealthy, but it was within the 

ywer of all, however lowly their lot, however humble their station, to follow an 
otter and worthy life. His text applied to all classes, to the employed and employer 
alike. Many in that crowded congregation were placed in such positions that it 
behoved them to keep the standard of honesty before them in the daily work, by 
means of which they earned their livelihood. Those who did what was krniow n as 
” piece work " he would earnestly beseech to perform their allotted tasks conscien- 
tiously, and not to scamp over any part of it. Equally he would remind those who 
were not paid by result but had a regular wage, that to be “ honest they must not 
take advantawe of the fact that they were not tasked, to dally with their. work and 
complete leas than that which was expected of them. A word also to the employers. 
Tt would not be “ honest” to keep a man at his labour for a longer period than he 
was actually paid for, it would not be just to expect men to work longer than their 
usual hours of labour without additional remuneration being awarded to them, and it 
would not be right to expect men to do a better or higher class of work than that for 
which they were paid. “Honesty” entered into all these conditions of life, and 
not only applied to the artizan, but referred with equal force to all the transac- 
tions of the merchant or dealer; to all buying and selling, whether of labour or of 
goods. It would not be honest to demand a higher price than anything was in 
reality worth. it was not honést to tender a price below the real value of 
any article: this also equally applied to the artizan and the dealer. Our 
Rahbbins declared that it was the duty of a man to point out any~ blemish 
to a purchaser, notwithstanding the fact that a fair and just price was demanded for 
a faulty article. It would not be just forany man to retain more than that which 
he purchased. A story was related of Rabbi Simon ben Sheta th who once purchased 
an ass from an Ishmaelite dealer, and on taking it home discovered a beautiful and 
valuable diamond suspended round its neck. He was congratulated upon. his good 
fortune by his pupils, but at once replied that he had purchased an ass and nota 
diamond. He would not take advantage of such means of obtaining wealth, but 
would immediately return the gem to the owner. On.the Ishmaelite receiving the 
gem he exclaimed “Blessed be the Lord God of Simon ben Shetach.” The 
Rabbi was far more happy in having sanctified the name of the Lord than he would 
have been in the possession of dishonestly obtained gain. Another phase of dis- 
honesty which he would especially commend to their attention was the sin of under- 
selling. It was distinctly dishonest for a man to try and underbid his neighbour, 
whether for labour or goods. Once a fair and just price was demanded, for another 
to step in and offer to supply the same article at a lower price, or offer to perform 
the similar work at a lower wage, was declared by our Rabbins to be distinctly wicked 
and dishonourable, And he would farther beg them to avoid telling falsehoods, 
this wickednése was frequently productive of misery and unhappiness, and the habit 
tended to increase with practice rather than to decrease. Above all he would emphasize 
the importance of perfect truth and honesty to their non-Jewish neighbours as well as 
to their Jewish brethren. If there remained yet. any in that congregation who 
foolishly considered that they were not bound to display the same spirit of fairness 
and jnstice to their Gentile friends as to their co-religionists he would warn them 
that they were labouring under a most foolish and grievous error. Our wise men 
declared this dictum time after time that men were all the sons of one 
Father. and that. the Jews, who were God's peculiar treasure, should 
show a bright example of, honesty to all other people. Those who cheated 
their neighbours were. guilty of a crime which only the penance of death itself 
could « xpungee, kor they WN ere guilty not only of the iniquity of falsehood and ce ceit 
but of that wickedest of all sins, the profanation of the Holy Name. He would earnestly 
implore them to keep the words of his text ever before their minds, and by the acts 
of their lives to show a worthy example to all around them. 


THE LATE DR. A. ASHER, 


The Rey. H. Gollancz, B.A., by invitation of the Wardens, delivered a special 
“In Memoriam " sermon atthe Great Synagogue on Sabbath last, taking as his 
text Jeremiah xxxi. 15-16. In the course of his sermon,the preacher said: It is 
articularly apposite that bere in this synagogue, where almost the first-fruita of 

is communal labours were’ offered, respect should be publicly shown to his 
cherished memory, and that his life-work should be made the theme of solemn and 
pions meditation. The secret of the success of his mission lay in the earnestness 
and heartinees with which he entered and persevered in every work which he under- 
took. As the motto he adopted “ Labora et ora,” he felt that it was useless for 
man simply to have the prayerful wish to do worthy deeds, bat that man m ust 
make the strongest effort to rise above all difficulties that stand in the way of the 
execution of one’s ardent resolves. Asa fact, the more obstinate the difficulties. the 
keener was his delight in labouring to overcome them. In his communal labours 
he was a kind of Moses, in the elucidation of knotty questions of law, “ for the hard 
causes of Synagogue management they would bring unto him.’’ By dint of perre- 
verance and by the consciousness of right, his confidence in his own efforts in- 
creased, And it is“ self-trust which is the essence of heroism. It speaks the truth 
and is just, generous, temperate, scornful of petty calculations, and scornful of 
being scorned. It persists, it is of an undaunted boldness, and of a fortitude not to 
to be wearied out, Its jest is the littleness of common life.” In the home-:ircle 
the late Asher Ash:r was the respectful son, the loving husband. the 
exemplary father, the entertaining host, the kind friend and considerate master. It 
was here that some of the noblest traits of his character were visible; it was here 
that he drank come of the richest draughts of kaowledge in that deep love of study 
which never forsook him to his dying hour. His home was consecrated by the 
moral and material aid he gave to aspiring students or necessitous scholars ; it was 
purified by the meekness with which he was pleased to leara from even his juniors 
and with which he honoured genuine talent though concealed beneath an unat- 
tractive exterior. His thirst for knowledge was suchas can only be expected from 
men who have learnt much and who have learnt the important lesson contained in 
the maxim, the more one knows the more one sees how little one knows and how 
much yet remains to us unknown, It was the continual search after Truth - the 
picking up of pebbles on the Ocean of Knowledge—and not the possession of truths 
which made him happy. It is afeeling shared by all truly great minds. a feelin 
expressed by the famous German thinker, “ Not Truth itself... © but the aanaet 
labour expended in the search after truth is the pre-eminence of man. If God 
would hold concealed in His right hand the undoubted trath and in His left hand 
the ever active spirit of inquiry after truth with even the certainty of going astra 
and if He would bid me choose one of the two, I would iy : sf 
Hiia left hand, saying, ‘ O Father, permit me the bless 
search after truth. since.

The first meeting of the second Session of the Federation of Minor Synagopg 
was held on Sunday at the Jewish Working Men’s Club, Great Alie Street. & 
Samuel Montagu, M.P., Vice-President, occupied the chair. The meeting was atten 
by upwards of fifty delegates. : 

Before the business was proceeded with, the CHAIRMAN referred in sympathy 
terms to the death of Dr. Asher. Mr. Montagu spoke of the intimate relations whit 
had existed between them for a long series of years, and he mentioned that altho 
Dr. Asher had been opposed to the establishment of the Federation, he had gin 
every assistance in the drafting of the rules. He moved that a letter of condole 
be sent to Mrs. Asher. 

Mr. H. LANDAU. in seconding the motion, said that the death of Dr. Ashen 
a great loss to foreign Jews, he having been a link between them and their Engi 
coreligionists.

a Bi Poraham Israel de Sequeira, by whose cide Joshua di Silva was buried, was one 
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of the oldest and most respected members of the community. He was one of the 
elders who aided in acquiring the cemetery for the newly-settled congregation. His 
name appears in the purchase-deed of the burial ground in which he was placed 
for his eternal rest (I. Davis in the Jewish Chronicle, November 26,1880). His will 
according to Mr. Lucien Wolf's communication, was proved in December, 1678, 
The esteem in which he was held may be learned from the titles which precede his 
name on the tomb. His epitaph has no individual colour, but is rather an epigram 


expressing a general thought. The rhyme is based on the Portuguese pronunciation 
of the Hebrew. 


The third is the pathetic epitaph upon the tomb of a young girl, Rahel Gomes 
Serra, 4 Heshvan, 5439:

Prof. Kaufmann observes that the date in the Hebrew verse, Heshvan 26, 42) 
coincides “ exactly’’ with the date of the entry, in the death-register of the Poriu- 
guese congregation, of Abraham Fernandez Caravajal. In his article, however, this 
latter date is given in the heading to the epitaph as the 2ith Heshvan, 5420, while 
it appears as the 26th in the epitaph itself both in the Hebrew and the English 
version. The dates of the headings were supplied to Dr. Kaufmann from the 
register of the Portuguese congregation by Mr. Lucien Wolf. At first sight, there- 
fore, there is a discrepancy iustead of an exact coincide ce. IT have, however, again 
made reference to this ancient register of graves, and fiad that the date there a'so is 
really the 26th, as it was stated to be in my article inthe Jewish Chronicle in 1480 
reterred to by Prof. Kaufmann. ‘The 24th in Dr. Kaufmana’s article is merely a 
printer’s or a clerical error, and the cviacidence is thus perfectly exact. The line 
in the register is as follows: 

Abm. fernandes Carvajal, 26 hesvan, 5420, 

The identity of Abraham Fernandes Carvajal, whose death is thus commemorated 
with Anthony Fernandez Carvayall, who is mentioned in the English records, had 
already been considered to be proved by myseif and Mr, Lucien Wolf (sos his 
paper in the Jewish Chronicle, 23rd Dec. 1887), and Prof. Kaufmann's epitaph 
supplies another instance of theextreme ‘fluidity’ of names in these documents,

Baron de Hirsch has been waited upon in Paris by the inevitable interrin 
to whom he has expressed the motives for his munificent benefactions, aniy 
views as to the future of the Jews in Russia. 

“The fands I have placed at the disposal of Russia,” said the Baron, in aus 
to a variety of questions, “are not solely destined for the instruction of Jey 
infants, but also for that of little Christians. There are four and a-half milk 
of Jews in Russia. They are in deep distress, Few of them speak Russia; 
nearly all make use of a species of Hebrew jargon. They take the'r share, a 
terribly disadvantageous conditions, in the struggle for life. Around them rix 
vecitable wall of China, which isolates them from the rest of humanity. Myjj 
is to destroy the c rner-stone of this wall by establishing schools in Russia, og 
dition that Jews and Christians are admitted on a footing of perfect equi 
Whether the Government will facilitate the creation of such schools is am 
question.

Mein this country there is every reason for expecting to find traces of him in the Latin 
records which begin to grow specially numerous and accessible towards the end of 
Seethe-twelfth century, just at the time when, if ever, he visited these shores.

and is headed “ Arrears of Tallage of the Jews of London made at Guildford.” It is 
immediately preceded by the information that Isaac fil Rabbi had settled for his 
arrears by a fine. He was the head London Jew of the time, and indeed the chief 
English Jew since Richard I.’s charter is given to Isaac fil Rabijoce and “ his men.” 


Then follows the list, with sums varying from £1.300 to £5; these I omit after the 


first five or six as of no consequence for our present purpose, and give forthwith the

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many points of interest. As it is, I cannot refrain from calling attention to Mosse de 
Hyspan (iis), the first Sephardic Jew in England (Abraham ibn Ezra was only a fly- 
ing visitor), the two sons of Yomtob of Joigny, Berachyah and Ysaac, 


and the presence of Ysaac the doctor and Benedict the soldier. Also 
observe the evidence of three “Episcopi” or bishops, for Fluria’s hus- 
band is known from elsewhere to be Vives episcopus (= Haim), and 


we have besides Abraham and Deulesalt(-=TIsaiah) ; it was this uniform existence of 
three “ Episcopi” in every large community that enabled me to translate the word 
Dayan. The point has important bearings on our present inquiry, as we shall see later. 
The names too are interesting: Biket [? double diminutive of Rebecca) Hosppe- 
tard and Calamod are fresh to me, Coket ia a diminutive of Cok, itself probably short- 
ening of PM¥*; Curj is curious. But leaving all these points, I wish to direct the 
reader's attention to the first three names in the list, for in the second I fancy I can 
‘discern traces of identification with “ Sir Leon.” In the list he is sandwiched between 
Abraham fil Rabbi and Abraham's son Samuel, both Leo and Samuel are placed 
among the richest contributors, though their own contributions are but modest 
there is therefore a presumption that Leo was in some way connected with Abra- 
ham fil Rabbi, the second most important personage in the London community 
of the time. Now we know from Abraham's brother, Isaac fil Rabi joce, that their 
father was named Joseph, and he happens to occur under the curious form 
“ Rubigotsce ” in the only Pipe Roll (Treasury Account) extant from the reign of 
Hen. I. dated 1130-1. From other materials in my possession I am enabled to draw 
up a genealogy of the family as follows :

In the earliest list then of London Jews we have an Abraham, son of J oseph, put side 
by side with a Leon just when “ Sir Leon” was of age, and could not have been in Paris. 
and we know that Sir Leon was married to the daughter of Abraham, son of J oseph, 
Itis the most obvious step to identify Sir Leon with Leo Blund and Abraham ben 
Jehoseph with Abraham fil Rabbi, See, too, how this agrees with another biogra- 
phical item given by Zunz. Sir Leon corresponded with one R. Joseph ben isaac, 
and among the cousins of the wife we have provisionally given him is a Josce fil 
Ysaac, who, in 1194, was the second richest man in the London community, as we 
know from a list of London Jews of that date. This list also contains Leo Blund in 
the form “ Leun le Blund,” or “the Blond” from which we learn that Sir Leon, if this be 
he,wasa fair Jew,which was probably a greater rarity in the early Middle Ages than now 
when bad nurture has introduced so much eruthrism among Jews. The only other 
notice of Leo is that he entered into partnership with Deulebenie of Chichester. In 
the 10th year of Ric. I.,° 1195-9, all the Jewish items of the Pipe Rolls, 
including the arrears of the Guildford  tallage, 
special Jews rolls no longer extant for John’s reign. 
occur in the Charter, Patent, Close,Fine or Oblate Rolls for John’s reign which are all 
extant and printed—all of which confirms the probability that he left England 
somewhere about 1193, just the time when Sir Leon was enabled to return to his 
native place, Paris. Though he returned, I find evidence that he left behind him in 
England a son, Abraham. For in the Oblate Rolls, printed by Roberts for the 
Record Commission, there is a treble mention of one“ Abraham fil Judas de Parisiis,” 
who lived somewhere in Somerset in the yeara 1205-8, Few will doubt that this is 
a son of Jehuda ben Isaac of Paris, named Abraham in honour of his 
maternal grandfather, and probably identical with Abraham ben Jehuda mentioned 
among the Tosaphists (Baba Kama 87b., ap. Zunz Z.G. 48), and if Sir Leon's 
son is found in England, the presumption is increased that he himself had stayed 
here for some years. The fact that his son does not call himself Abraham fil Leonia 
need not disturb us. Mr. M. D. Davis has frequently pointed out how names varied 
between the sacred and secular. It would be quite normal for a Jehuda to call him- 
self Leo, in reference to Jacob's blessing (Gen. xlix. 9), for his English neighbours 
to call him “ Leo the Blond” because of his fair hair, for his Paris friends to eal. 
him “Sir Leon” because of his English ways, and for after-ages to refer to him 
as “Sir Leon of Paris,’ because his chief activity as Tosaphist was shown in 
that city. It would be equally natural that Abraham would think of his 
father as R. Jehuda, of Paris, who was by this time establishing himself as the 
greatest Talmudical authority of the age. Altogether there is established sufficient 
probability of the identification of Sir Leon with Leo Blund for us to adapt it as a 
provisional hypothesis and proceed to verify it by working out its consequences. 

For if Sir Leon were Leo Blund and Abraham fil Rabbi's son-in-law, Abraham 
fil Rabbi was R. Abraham ben Joseph of Orleans, an important Tosaphist, and his 
father “ Rubigotsce” was R. Jehoseph of Orleans, a still more important Tosaphist. 
Drs. Berliner and Gross even identify Joseph of Orleans with Joseph Bechor Shor, the 
most important twelfth century exegete after Abraham ibn Ezra ; his commentary on 
the first three books of the Pentateuch was edited thirty years ago by Dr. Jellinek. This 
enables us to understand how R. Jacob of Orleans was over in London in 1189, 
when he was murdered at Richard I.’s coronation, if Ephraim of Bonn is not 
mistaken as to his death and R. Jacob is not identical with Jacobus, 
first Presbyter of the English Jews. The heads of the London community 
had hereditary connection with Orleans. Still more follows. For as Leo 
Blund was here already established in 1186, he must have come over here almost 
immediately after leaving Paris in 1153, and must therefore have received his 
finishing in Talmudic learning in this country. We know his masters were the elder 
Isaac, Rashi's great-grandson, and Elchanan, the son of the said Isaac. Now it is a 
striking thing that there was a “ Deodatus Episcopus Judworum” flourishing at 
London just at the time when Sir Leon was at the age of a learner: he is mentioned 
in the Pipe Rolls of 23-4 Hen. II, (1177-8). Dr. H. Adler has already suggested that 
the Hebrew name of Deodatus was either Nathaniel or Elchanan (Papers Anglo- 
Jewish Exhibition, p. 262), and it would of course strengthen my case immensely if 
Deodatus turns out to be the Elchanan ben Isaac, who taught Sir Leon. What do 
we know of this Elchanan? In the Response of Salomon Luria, which forms the 
basis of our knowledge of the succession of the Tosaphists, it is mentioned that 
Elchanan was killed in the year 1184 (Graetz Gesch. vi.). -Now Deodatus was

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be Isaiah. Vives, and Abraham. It is certain therefore that Deodatus had died in | 


the interim. which exactly agrees with whaf'we know of Elchanan. Elchanan, too 
(Zune Litg. 258), married a sister of R. Samuel ben Solomon, who can be no other than 
Sir Morell of England. We may, therefore, state with some assurance that whether Sir 
Leon was in London or not, Deodatus, “ Bishop of the Jews,” was Elchanan ben Isaac, 
Rashi's great-great-grandson. And here again we get a confirmation from the 
records. Elchanan had a son Samuel, and I find a Samuel fil Deudone (the French 
form of Deodatus) mentioned in Roberts's Oblates, p. 415 (where correct “Judi” to 
“Judo”). Uf Sir Leon did not come to London, this series of coincidences would be 
one of the most remarkable in existence, and if Elchanan was here, Sir Leon must 
have studied under him in London. 

The reader will now begin to see the importance for Anglo-Jewish history of 
the question put at the head of this paper. The student of Jewish literature will 
perhaps better appreciate its importance when I sum up my investigations by stating 
that. if Sir Leon came to London, all the known members of the fourth and fifth genera- 
tion of Rashi’s descendants can be shown to have lived in England. In order to exhibit 
this in the most succinct, though possibly the driest way, I will borrow from Zunz® 
Literaturgeschichte, p. 258, the most complete genealogical table of Rashi's descen™ 
danta yet given to the world, adding to it Dr. Gross’ identification of the descent of 
Sir Leon from Rashi, and placing beneath the names the Record names of the 
English Jews whom I identify with Rashi’s descendants and their connections 
by marriage. When a Record name is given unaccompanied by a Hebrew one, I 
have been unable to find a suitable identification among Zunz’s elaborate list of 
Tosaphists.

No one can be better aware of the hypothetical nature of these identifications 
than myself. Their truth or falsity can only be tested by working through some 
hundreds of passages in the Tosaphoth and kindred works as given by Zunz.and 
others; I have neither the time nor the special knowledge for this. But I have 
given enough from my Record studies to show a prima face case that Sir Leon did 
come to London, and that consequently the remaining seven Tosaphists were algo in 
England, and I regard the case of Elchanan as being sumething more than prima 
facie, The rest must be left to professed students of the Tosaphoth to whom! must 
leave the decision of the question. Inthe Appendix I have given them all the assist- 
ance I can afford them by copying out as many references as I can find in Zunz and 
others. I can only hope that they will find something more worthy of their trouble 
than in Mr. 8. Heilbron’s now famous suggestion about Gornish—Norwich. After 
all. however, it will not be so terrible if Sir Leon did not cross the Channel. though 
I would remind the reader that if my conjectures prove well founded, a considerable 
body of Hebrew poetry, as well as a large amount of Halachic discussion and exege- 
tical comment will for the future form part of the early annals of English Judaism 
which would henceforth be indispensable for the study of the Tosaphoth and inci- 
dentally of French phonology. 

One more consideration and I shall have given all that I can at present 
contribute to the discussion of the question I have raised. . It should not be 
surprising if it turn out that a considerable number of French Tosaphists visited 
or inhabited England. For during the reign of the Angevin Kings (1145-1206), London 
was the most important -/rench city in Europe. The King who had his chief residence 
in London was Lord of Anjou, of Bretagne, of Poitou and of Gascony, and Duke of Nor- 
mandy as wellas King of England ; the so-called King of France was practically at the 
period only King of the Isle of France. It should therefore not surprise us if the 
French Rabbis, who were obliged to be men of business as well, paid 
visite to the centre of Angevin commerce and sometimes settled in this country, 
especially during the fifteen years (1153-93) during which they were excluded from 
the Isle de France. The very earliest Hebrew Shetar we possess is signed 
by Solomon of Paris, another Vives of Paris is also mentioned about this 
time, and Jacob de Paris occurs in the above list. Why should 
not Leon of Paris have also come over! Even if it is never expressly mentioned that 
he did, that need not disturb us. After John lost N ormandy and the other French 
possessions of the English crown in 1206, England ceased to have any interest 
for the later Rabbis who drew up the Tosaphoth in their present form. It is only by 
the merest chance mention of Ephraim of Bonn that we know that the head of the 
York community in 11% was R. Yomtob of Joigny, and that R. Jacob of Orleans, 
was massacred in London. 1 hope that some of our Tosaphist scholars may likewise 
chance upon a similar reference proving that Jehuda ben Isaac, known as Sir Leon, 
did come to London about 1153, and confirming the important conclusions which I 
have shown can be deduced from the fact.
